Darwin  and  May-Flowering  Tulips  in  Color  Schemes 


We  call  special  attention  to  our  large  collections  of  May-flowering  and  Darwin 
Tulips,  and  strongly  recommend  the  more  general  use  of  these  races  for  bedding 
and  massing.  In  the  first  place  they  are  much  better  perennials  in  our  gardens  than 
the  early  Dutch  singles  and  doubles.  They  are  also  more  certain  of  enjoying  better 
weather  conditions  than  the  April  tulips,  and  therefore  of  being  more  lasting  in  flower. 

The  brief  classification  following,  indicating  the  colors  under  which  the  best 
varieties  may  be  grouped  will,  we  hope,  be  useful  in  the  preparation  of  planting  plans, 
but  it  will  be  understood  that  it  has  been  compressed  into  the  smallest  possible  space. 
Fuller  details  will  be  supplied  with  pleasure,  and  in  any  other  matters  our  advice  is 
always  at  the  service  of  our  customers.  The  best  effects  generally  fall  under  one  of 
the  three  following  heads: 

Contrasts  in  two  colors.  These  may  be  bold,  as  when  rich  yellow  is  placed  with 
deep  purple  or  crimson,  or  soft,  as  when  cream  is  placed  with  lavender,  lavender 
with  pink,  or  pink  with  pale  yellow. 

Harmonies,  in  two  or  three  closely  related  shades,  e.  g..  Silvery  lilac  and  helio- 
trope, blood-red  and  maroon. 

Color  Scales.  By  this  we  mean  an  indefinite  series  of  varieties  planted  in  order 
of  color  tones.  The  following  ten  groups  form  a simple  guide  for  this  purpose. 
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Darwin  Tulips 

This  spring  we  cut  flowers  of  many  distinct  kinds  and  grouping  them  into  three 
divisions,  arranged  them  in  a series  showing  gradually  intensifying  colors.  The  palest 
shade  is  in  each  case  placed  first,  and  all  the  colors  in  any  one  group  harmonize  with 
one  another. 

Group  1.  White  through  lilac,  mauve,  heliotrope  and  purple  to  darkest  maroon.  Any 

cut  at  random  in  this  group  and  massed  in  large  vases  make  beautiful  color 
harmonies.  White — La  Candeur.  Silvery  Lilac — Painted  Lady,  Lantern,  Mar- 
garet. Lilac — Mrs.  Cleveland,  LTngenue,  Suzon,  Fanny,  Electra,  Dal  Ongarno, 
IMauve  Claire.  Heliotrope — Dream,  Crepuscule,  Erguste,  Rev.  H.  Ewbank,  Re- 
membrance, Euterpe,  La  Tristesse.  Purple — Bleu  Aimable,  Corydon,  Melicette, 
Grand  Monarque,  (Breeder),  Frans  Hals,  Fashion.

Emperor. 

The  results  of  large  plantings  of  tulips  for  Color  Effect  are,  of  course,  very  largely 
dependent  upon  the  use  of  good  taste  in  the  arrangement  of  the  varieties,  but  the 
range  of  colors  is  so  wide  that  the  various  charming  harmonies  or  striking  contrasts 
possible  to  the  planter  will  never  be  exhausted.  The  simple  contrast  of  maroon  and 
yellow  as  of  Fra  Angelico  with  Vitellina  or  Walter  Ware,  for  example,  is.  always 
effective,  but  the  black- maroons  also  go  finely  with  the  soft  pinks,  and  the  yellows 
are  lovely  with  purple  or  crimson.  The  softer  effects  of  the  mauves  with  pale  yellows 
are  charming.  The  lavender  Remembrance  is  very  fine  seen  with  the  rose-pink  of 
Suzon,  but  the  pale  silvery  lilacs  need  the  relief  of  a brighter  pink  as  of  Loveliness. 
These  silvery  lilacs  again  go  well  with  the  slaty  blues,  as  the  pinks  harmonize  well 
with  the  rich  crimson  and  purples.  Such  combinations  are  unending.  In  a confined 
space  we  think  the  best  effects  are  produced  by  two  colors,  but  where  there  is  ample 
scope  the  most  splendid  effects  are  producd  by  steady  gradations  of  tone  leading 
from  white  through  pink  to  crimson  on  one  hand  or  through  lavender  and  mauve  to 
purple  on  the  other.

From  time  to  time  we  have  jotted  down  pleasing  combinations  of  two  colors;  in 
some  cases  the  colors  contrast  and  in  others  they  blend.  They  may  he  useful  as 
suggestions. 

Anthony  Roozen,  rose-pink,  and  Edmee,  cherry-rose,  with  a few  Suzon,  buff-rose,  and 
sparing  use  of  a dark  purple  (f.  i.  Philippe  de  Commines). 

Clara  Butt,  delicate  rose-pink,  and  Loveliness,  or  Primrose  Beauty  dotted  through  it. 

Dream,  pale  heliotrope,  dotted  here  and  there  with  Velvet  King,  royal  purple. 

Euterpe,  silvery  mauve-lilac,  and  Bronze  Queen,  buff. 

Farncombe  Sanders,  rosy-crimsoir,  with  Suzon,  rosy  flesh. 

Flamingo,  soft  pink,  and  Ellen  Willmott,  pale  yellow. 

Flava,  pale  yellow,  and  Mrs.  Kerrell,  blend  of  amber  and  light  rose. 

Isis,  bright  red,  and  Walter  T.  Ware,  deep  yellow. 

La  Tulipe  Noire,  and  Gesneriana  Lutea,  yellow. 

Margaret,  pale  rose,  and  The  Sultan,  maroon-black. 

Massenet,  apple  blossom-pink,  and  Louis  XIV.,  deep  purple,  edged  golden  brown. 

Mrs.  Moon  (syn.  Fulgens  Lutea  Maxima),  yellow,  and  Erguste,  mauve. 

Prince  of  the  Netherlands,  rosy-carmine,  and  La  Tristesse,  slaty  blue. 

Professor  Rauwenhoff,  rosy-red,  and  La  Tulipe  Noire. 

Reverend  Ewbank,  lavender-violet,  and  Moonlight,  pale  yellow. 

Sir  Harry,  mauve-pink,  and  Gesneriana  Lutea  Pallida,  yellow. 

Sophrosyne,  rosy-pink,  edged  blush,  and  Paul  Boudry,  browny-red. 

Suzon,  rosy-flesh,  and  Bleu  Aimable,  heliotrope. 

Walter  T.  Ware,  deep  yellow,  and  La  Tulipe  Noire,  nearly  black. 

A bold  and  magnificent  display  may  be  had  by  planting  big  blocks  (4  by  8 feet) 
of  such  varieties  as:  City  of  Haarlem,  Orion,  Farncombe  Sanders  and  Prince  of  The 
Netherlands,  alternately  with  equal  sized  masses  of  very  dark  purples,  such  as 
Velvet  King,  Frans  Hals,  Giant,  Jubilee,  etc.,  especially  if  so  placed,  that  one  comes 
upon  the  arrangement  all  at  once,  for  instance,  round  a tall,  thick  evergreen  or  hedge. 

Three  things  we  have  adduced  from  personal  experience:  Tulips  look  best 
in  big  quantities;  they  must  have  a good  background  to  show  them  up,  and  so  long 
as  there  are  enough  different  sorts,  one  should  not  be  needlessly  particular  how  they 
are  grouped  together. 

The  following  may  be.  successfully  planted  with  late  tulips,  creating  most  pleasing 
effects: 

Arabis,  for  instance,  with  Clara  Butt,  or  Baronne  de  la  Tonnaye. 

Myosotis,  Royal  Blue,  for  instance  with  La  Tristesse. 

White  Pansies  as  edging. 

Narcissi  Poetaz  Elvira,  very  effective  if  scattered  through  tulip  bed.  Flowers  at 
the  same  time  as  Darwins. 

Aubrieta  "Lavender,"  for  instance  with  Erguste. 

Lavender  Phlox  Divaricata,  for  instance  with  Fanny. 

Wallflowers  in  lines,  with  higher  tulips  as  background,  or  amongst  them.

DO  NOT  handle  Late  Flowering  Tulips  like  you  would  force 
early  tulips ; these  have  to  be  drawn  up  in  the  dark  when 
brought  in  the  greenhouses,  in  order  to  get  a long  stem.  Late 
Flowering  Tulips  should  be  treated  just  the  opposite.  They  should  be 
kept  down,  and  particular  care  must  be  taken  to  bring  them  in  the 
greenhouse  before  any  top  growth  is  showing.  They  should  be 
brought  direct  from  outside  into  the  greenhouses,  in  the  full  light, 
without  being  kept  in  a dark  place,  after  thorough  rooting. 

Only  procure  strongest  mother  bulbs  for  forcing ; it  is  not  so 
much  the  size  of  the  bulb ; the  important  thing  is  to  get  bulbs  of  the 

right  age,  and  well-ripened. 

Those  varieties  of  Darwin  Tulips  that  are  especially  adapted  for 
early  forcing,  we  have  marked  with  two  asterisks  **
